Atlanta Tuesday. 


The decision of the war labor 
board announced in Washington 
Friday, granting in part the de- 
mands of the Atlanta union street 
earmen for higher wages, and the 
reinstatement of men discharged, 
but giving the company the right 
to prohibit the wearing of the union 
button while on duty, was received 
by the workers with evident dis- 
appointment and dissatisfaction. 

Union officials decided, however, 
that no action should be taken, and 
no official opinion ag to the just- 
ness of the decision should be ex- 
pressed until the award was re- 
ceived through official channels 
from Washington. This course was

ing of the members held at the 
Red Men’s wigwam.

$100,000 Building Will Soon 
Serve as Home for Crip- 


pled Childrem 


With a beautiful and impressive 
ceremony the Scottish Rite Masons 
yesterday afternoon laid the corner- 
stone for the new $100,000 hospital 
building which that organization 
is building as a Home for Crippled 
Children on the East Lake drive. 

The principal orator of the occa- 
sion was Alexander Graham Coch- 
ran, thirty-third degree Mason, sov- 
ereign grand inspector general of 
Missouri, who came as a special 
representative of Sovereign Grand 
Commander George Flemming 
Moore, who is now in France. 

The exercises were presided over 
by Grand Master Robert J. Travis. 
The following articles were placed 
in the cornerstone: Reports of 
1916 and 1917 of the Home for 
Crippled Children, program of the 
Scottish Rite reunion of 1918, vic- 
tory class pin, a memoir of John 
Lee Roy Duncan, lessons of Scot- 
tish Rites, three essays on Masonry 
and a copy of the three daily papers 
issued in Atlanta Friday. 

Masons Form in Line. 

The Masons formed in line at the 
car line and marched between a 
line of Scottish Rite guards who 
were stationed near the  corner- 
stone. The Scottish Rite chorus 
sang selections chosen for the oc- 
casion. 

The orator of the occasion was 
introduced by Grand Master Robert 
J. Travis. 

“In answer to the cries of poor 
little crippled children who came 
hobbling to the doors of the Home 
for Crippled Children in 1915 beg- 
ging for room and the treatment 
that would give them back the use 
of the Iimbs, the great hearts of the 
Scottish Rite Masons were touched 
with pity, and the plan was inaugu- 
rated to enlarge the hospital so that 
the unfortunate poor of Georgia and 
the surrounding states could be 
cared for,” said Mr. Graham.

Capt. Charles Harris,

Washington, December 6, — (Spe- 
cial.)—-Captain Charles Harris, son 
of Adjutant General Harris, and 
nephew of Senator-elect’ William J. 
Harris, of Georgia, was dangerously 
wounded October 20, captured by the 
Germans and has been missing since 
that time, according to a cablegram

Every effort to locate him has 
been unavailing and the familwv fear 
he is dead: Captain Harris was the 
youngest officer of that rank when 
he entered the army in the engin- 
eers’ corps. 

Two stretcher bearers who had 
Captain Harris in charge just after 
he was wounded, have been located, 
and they sav a furious attack fol- 
lowed in which Captain Harris fell 
into the hands of the enemy in a 
dangerously wounded condition.

A dispatch received in Basel from 


the semi-official Wolff bureau 
quotes the crown prince in re- 
nouncing the throne as having said: 

‘Tt renounce formelly and defi- 
nitely all rights to the crown of 
Prussia and the imperial 
which would have fallen to me by 
the renunciation of the emperor- 
king or for other reasons. 

“Given by my authority and sign- 
ed by my hand. Done at Wierin- 
gen, December 1, 1918. 

(Signed) “WILHELM.” 


In an interview with a _ corre- 
| spondent of the Associated Press on 
the Island of Wieringen, received 
in New York, December 3, which 
bore no evidence of delay and pre- 
sumably was given not earlier than 
December 2, Frederick William 
said: 

“TY have not renounced anything, 
and I have not signed any docu- 
ment whatever.” 

He added that should the German 
government desire to form a repub- 
lic he would be content to return 
to Germany as a simple citizen, 
ready to do anything to assist his 
country—even to work as @ laborer 
in a factory.

| CAUSED BY REDS. 


London, December 6,—Serious dis- 
orders have arisen in Berlin and con- 
siderable firing has occurred in the 
principal streets, according to re- 
ports reaching the 
frontier. says an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Amsterdam. 
The trouble is said to have been 
caused by the German Bolsheviki. 

An Amsterdam dispatch to the 
Central News agency says there 
were riotous demonstrations in Ber- 
lin on Wednesday by the unem- 
ployed. The disorders became 80 
threatening that labor leaders ad- 
dressing the crowds, promising as- 
sistance, and finally pacified them. 

The Zurich correspondent to The 
Paris Journal reported Thursday 
that he had received advices that a 
terrorist revolution would break out 
in Berlin Friday evening. The re- 
volters, it was added, would be led 
by Liebknecht, the radical socialist, 
who was said to have 15,000 well- 
armed men under his command.

Six Georgia Boys 
Wounded in France’ 
Now at McPherson 


A train arrived at Fort McPher- 
son at 6:30 o’clock Friday morning 
bringing in two carloads of wound- 
ed men, just back from Europe. 
There were six Georgians in the 
number. 

The Georgians were John Henry 
Gunn, of the 26th infantry; Ludy 
Camp, of the 4th engineers; Frank 
Coleman, of the 18th field artillery; 
Harry A. Crane, of Atlanta, of the 
“Rainbow division.” and John Chap- 
man and Ulysses Allen, both col- 
ored soldiers, who have seen hard 
service. 

John Henry Gunn, of Ty Ty, Ga., 


was buried alive at Soissons when 
a shell. exploded above the trench 
in which he was standing, causing 
the sides to crumble. He was dug 
out by his comrades, covered with 
dirt and mud. He is now suffering 
from wounds in the leg. 


“The most terrible thing [ saw,” 
said Gunn, “was when a shell made 
a direct hit on a tank. Every man 
in the tank was torn to shreds. The 
tank was demolished.”

16,000 Major Casualties, 
Including Killed in Ac- 
tion, Died of Wounds or 
Disease, Not Yet Re- 
ported. 


Washington, December 
war department announced 
that 16,000 major casualties, in- 
cluding killed in ‘action, died of 
wounds, died of disease or other 
causes, severely wounded and miss- 
ing. have not yet been finally re- 
ported to the next of kin. The ar- 
rears in minor casualties is much 
larger, it was added. 

From cable reports expected, the 
department hopes to clear up the 
arrears in major casualties within 
a week, except for a few names with 


respect to which identification has 
not yet been completed. The minor 
casualties not yet reported to the 
next of kin represent slight wounds 
involving relatively brief disable- 
ment and in most cases the men 
sustaining them already have been 
healed. The total in this class also 
includes many duplications, the same 
soldier having been slightly wounded 
two or anore times. 

The official statement issued to- 
day shows that of the total major 
casualties reported by General Per- 
shing on November 27, 50,928 have 
been reported to the next of kin, 
with 7,550 still to be reported. Of 
the 14,565 missing and prisoners of 
war sent in by General Pershing, 
14,093 have been reported to rela- 
tives, but of the 189,955 total wound- 
ed, only 69,841 have been cleared up 
finally. 

The statement gives the follow- 
ing official explanation of the dis- 
crepancy as to wounded: 

“Ten thousand men_= seriously 
wounded and reported by cable are 
being held up because of discrepan- 
cies in initials or enlistment num- 
bers, and 100,000 men, less seriously 
wounded, including many slight cas- 
ualties, are still to be drawn from 
the hospital records which have been 
forwarded by courier from France. 

“The record are not alphabetical 
and the work is necessarily slow, 
as the same name usually appears 
more than once. In one cuse a sin- 
gie name appears in twenty different 
places. The work upon these hospi- 
tal reports was seriously delayed 
by the influenza epidemic. 

“The foregoing statement does not 
cover all the discrepancies as will 
be seen, but in dealing with so 
great a number of cases it may be

Captain Lipsner said in his letter 
that he attempted last night to dis- 
cuss with Otto Prager, second as- 
sistant postmaster general, the or- 
ider relating to the appointment cf 
inexperienced men to important pos 
sitions in the aerial service, as well 
as the proposal to have special mail 
carrying airplanes, but had been 
cut short with the announcement 
that the conclusions had been reach- 
ed and would be carried out re- 
gardless of what he thought or said 

“I wish to resign,” he said, “to 
keep spotless my record as first su- 
perintendent of the aerial mail serv- 
ice. 


Lipsner’s Letter. 
In his letter of resignation, Cap- 
tain Lipsner said: 

“In the past three weeks, since 
the ending of the war, there have 
come to my attention apparent ef- 
forts made by representatives of 
certain aircraft manufacturers and 
the Manufacturers’ Aircraft associa- 
tion to have the postoffice depart- 
ment spend tens of thousands of 
dollars unnecessarily in construct- 
ing special airplanes made for mail 
carrying and having extensive al- 
terations made on the military air- 
planes which the war department, 
by direction of Secreatry Baker, has 


4 turned over, and is turning over to 


the postoffice department to. be 
utilized in the aerial mail service. 

“Knowing that the public expects 
the aerial mail service to make #v- 
ery effort to salvage and utilize the 
thousands of military airplanes :eft 
over from the military aircraft pro- 
gram, I have opposed the policy of 
going into these unnecessary ex- 
penditures. 

“T have also been fearful of the 
delays in the extension of the aerial 
mail service which will take place 
if so-called technical men and nov- 
ices lacking experience in this new 
field should be permitted to inter- 
fere in the handling of the aerial 
mail service and its equipment. 

“We have made and maintained 
the most remarkable record of 109 
per cent efficiency ang the only way 
to supply the country with the e¢x- 
tensive aerial mail service, which it 
demands, is to keep obstructionists 
away from it.”

Senator Prefers to Trust 
Sense of Right of Amer- 
icans Rather Than Tri- 
bunal of Other Countries. 
Lewis, Walsh and Wil- 
liams for League. 


Washington, December 6.—There 
was general discussion in the senate 
today on the proposed league of na- 
tions with Senators Lewis of Illi- 
nois, Walsh of Montana, and Wil- 
liams of Mississippi, democrats, sup- 
porting such an organization, and 
Senators Borah of Idaho, republic- 
an, and Reed of Missouri, democrat, 
opposing it. Few senators followed 
the discussion. 

The resolution of Senator Cum- 
mins, of Iowa, republican, proposing 
appointment of a senate committee 
to go to Paris and keep the senate 
informed on events at the peace con- 
ference, was not brought up today 
because of the absence of its au- 
thor. The senate adjourned tonight 
until next Tuesday, when the war 
revenue bill will be taken up with 
right of way given it. Peace dis- 
cussion, however, is expvected to con- 
tinue during the debate on this 
measure, 

Senator Lewis opened the debate 
today by delivering a prepared ad- 
dress. He asserted that public opin- 
ion rather than armed force must 
be relied upon to enforce the de- 


crees of the league of nations, and 
said that the successful operation of 
the league may give greater cause 
for apprehension than its failure be- 
cause of the demands that may be 
made by one group of nations on 
another. He said, however, that he 
believed the benefits to be derived 
by all nations from the league would 
compensate for any sacrifice that 
might have to be made. 
Who Will Follow League. 


Replying to Senator Lewis, Sena- 

tor Borah declared he had “yet to 
discover any person who is willing 
to follow the league to where they 
admit*it will go if followed to its 
logical conclusion.” 
. fhe important questions involved 
in forming the league, Senator Borah 
said, are those of jurisdiction and 
power to enforce its rulings. 

“No man,” he continued, “has yet 
been willing to say that he would 
give this tribunal the power to ren- 
der judgments and to give the po- 
lice force to enforce it.” 

Senator Borah asked what would 
the league amount to unless it were 
Siven power to enforce its judg- 
ments. 

“And if it does render a judg- 
mént for the purpose of preventing 
war,” interjected Senator Reed, “ana 
has the power to enforce that judg- 
ment, how is it going to enforce thut 
judgment without making war?” 

“Exactly,” replied the Idaho sen- 
ator. 

Senator Borah said that A. J. 
Balfour, British foreign minister, has 
been quoted as favoring the league 
of nations, but he said the kind of 
league proposed by the British 
statesmen “seems to me as noth- 
ing more than an old lady’s quilting 
society.” 

Reading from a statement on the 
league made by Mr. Balfour last 
August 1, Senator Borah said the 
foreign minister rejects the proposi- 
tion for an jnternational court and 
enforcement of decrees through eco- 
nomic~ pressure, ridicules universal 
disarmament and regrets universal 
arbitration. 

Former Ambassador Bryce and the 
Earl of Curzon also appear to think 
that the league should not have 
Lmilitary forces under its control no! 
power to limit nations’ armament, 
said the senator. 

Supporting the league, Senator 
Walsh suggested Senator Borah de- 
sired to have the United States ina 
position for “another territorial 
reo.” 

Willing to Trust Americans. 


“The senator understands me just 
about right,” Senator Borah replied. 
“I’m willing to leave to this coun- 
try its policy to be determined by 
the intelligence of the people. I’m 
willing to trust their sense of jus- 
tice and right rather than a tribunal 
of other countries. 

“Do the people of the United 
States want their interests deter- 
mined by Turkey and Asia and races 
of EKurope absolutely different in 
national aspirations and ideals, or 
to do business under the policy of 
the father of their country to keep 
free from entangling European al- 
liances?” asked Senator borah., 

Senator Walsh said he, too, op- 
posed allowing small nations. to 
have an equal voice in dictating 
armament or other vital policies of 
the great power and that represen- 
tation in the league was one of its 
principal problems. But he pointed 
out that if the United States sub- 
mits its important questions to the 
league, the same obligations would 
be placed on other signatories. 

“And give Costa Rica, Nicaragua 
and Bulgaria, for instance, the right 
to determine the size of our army 
and navy”’ asked Senator Borah. 

Disarmament, Senator Walsh re- 
plied, should not be dictated by the 
smaller nations, but, he declared, 
is a necessary preliminary to the 
league’s establishment. It should 
be effected, however, by separate 

he said. 

‘Who is to control this tribunal?” 
asked Senator Borah. “What say 
are the people of this country to 
have as to what control they are 
to have? Who is going to keep it 
from getting under the control of 
a Bismarck?’ 

Senator Williams, of Mississippi,

The inter-allied conference will 
reassemble on December 16 or 17. 
The meetings will be at the foreign 
office in the Quai D’Orsay, and not 
at Versailles. David Lloyd-George, 
the British premier, and A. J. Bal- 
four, the foreign minister, expect to} 
come ere at taht time to meet 
President Wilson and attend the 
conference, but the elections in 
Great Britain. may not permit them 
to remain more than two or three 
days, 

Congress Meets in January. 

The opening of the peace congress 
is set for the first week in January. 
It was the desire of the Americans 
to begin at the earliest possible 
moment. Other delegations felt 
that a later date would be neces- 
sary, owing to the Christmas holi- 
days and the official functions con- 
nected with the presence of Presi- 
dent Wilson andg King Victor Em- 
maneul, ofItaly, but the first week 
in January finally was chosen.

BRITAIN WANTS

London, December 7.—Great Brit- 
ain will demand of Germany eight 
billion pounds sterling ($40,000,000,- 
000) for Great Britain and her do- 
minions and reparation for the war, 
according to The Daily Mail. The 
newspaper says it understands that. 
David Lloyd-George, the premier, 
will make this announcement in a 
speech at Leeds today. 

This, The Daily Mail adds, is what 
the war cost Great Britain and her 
dominions and British tax-payer™ 
will be relieved of four hundret 
million pounds sterling ($2 000,000, ©

ment. 

The British claim, says The Dai} 
Mail, has been prepared by a com | 
mittee under Mr. Wughes, the Aue= 
tralian premier, and Baron Cunliffe, 
former governor of the Bank of 
England, who is one of the principal 
members of the committee.

in the new district is not clear as to 
whether he is allowed to call elec- 
tions in the ol]d_ districts, which, 
while bearing the same number, are 
really new districts. 

Tangle Results. 

At the November election, sena- 
tors were named from the old dis- 
tricts, the counties in those districts 
furnishing the candidate under the 
old plan of rotation. At this game 
election, by the ratification of the 
amendment, many counties were 
shifted, and as a result several of 
the districts have two elected sena- 
tors, while other districts have none. 
This situation applies in the new 
districts and to changed districts 
as well. 

The case of Gwinnett and Forsyth 
will illustrate the situation: These 
two counties were in separate dis- 
tricts before the ratification of the 
amendment. Both of them were 
entitled to the senator in their dis- 
tricts, and none from these counties 
were elected. Now these two coun- 
ties are in the same district, and 
have each an el.cted senator.

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TAX LEVY URGED 


Appropriation Now Made 
for Support of Atlanta 
System Is Not Sufficient, 
Declares Edgar Neely. 


That a campaign for a special 
school tax would be one of the 
definite aims of the Atlanta School 
Improvement association was an- 
nounced Friday by Edgar Neely, its 
president. 

“The new board,” said Mr. Neely, 
“will be doomed to dismal failure 
unless they have the co-operation 
of the public and unless some need- 
ed changes are brought about, It 
will be necessary to sacrifice some- 
thing in order to have good schools, 
and the people must be willing to 
make a sacrifice. The appropria- 
tion now made is not sufficient, and 
in my opinion the solution is the 
levy of a separate tax for the 
schools.” 

Mr. Neely declared that in other 
cities funds were provided for 
school purposes in this way and 
were given over to the school com- 
missions for disposal independent of 
the city councils. It is only in this 
way that the schools can be brought 
up to the standard which they 
should maintain, he thinks. 

Mr. Neely is planning to bring 
the matter up before the lead- 
ers and executive committee of the 
association when they meet in his 
office on Monday afternoon. A ten- 
tative suggestion is that the pres- 
ent rate of $1.25 should be increased 
by 12% cents.

Raymond T. Baker. ditector of the 
mint. made pubiic today, shows that 
the seigniorage Was 320,533,000, on 
$45,096,000 worth of coins minted 
during the year ending June $v. ‘i'‘his 
means that the actuai vaiue of the 
Silver, nickel and bronze made into 
coins was $20,533,000 Jess than the 
face value at which they were is- 
sued, 

The year’s work, stimulated by 
War to such an extent that the three 
mints were kept busy twenty-four 
hours a day, brought a new record 
for production. More than 714,.000.- 
000 coins were manufactured as 
compared with 406,000,000 the year 
before, a high record at that time. 
The greatest demand was for one- 
cent pieces, of which 445,000,000 
were minted. Next the country 
needed new dimes and 116,000,00v 
of these were made; 82,723,000 nick- 
els, 45.223,000 quarters and 24,105,000 
half dollars were turned out. No 
gold was minted. 

Var currency demands in India 
and other countries also imposed on 
the mints the burden of melting 
down great piles of silver dollars 
for export as bullion, About 150,- 
000,000 of these dollars have been 
melted up to the present ttme.

BRUTAL PUNISHMENT 
ABOLISHED IN ARMY 


Washington, December 6.— The 
practice of tying military prisoners 
to the bars of cells and all other 
methods of severe corporal punish- 
ment has been ordered abolished by 
the war department, Secretary Bak- 
er, in making this announcement 
today said the efficacy of such pun- 
ishment as a deterrent to violation 
of military rules had been found to 
be questionable, 

This form of punishment, Secre- 
tary Baker said, had been effective 
in the past in oreaking the wilful 
opposition of prisoners of “the usual 
military type” and has been used 
more as a threat than an actuality. 

“But during the recent months,” 
said the announcement, “with the 
influx of political prisoners to dis- 
ciplinary barracks, particularly at 
Fort Leavenworth, extremity of at- 
titude on the part of this new type 
of prisoner has at times led to ex- 
tremity of discipline as provided by 
military regulations.

New York, December 6.—Indict- 
ments charging treason were return- 
ed by a federal grand jury here 
today against Herman Wessels, an 
officer of the German navy, and Al- 
bert Paul Fricke, of Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., American’ representative of a 
German toy manufacturing company. 

The men have been th the Tombs 
prison several months, having been 
denied bail after previous indict- 
ment on charges of conspiring with 
Jeremiah A. O’Leary, Marie K. De 
Victorica, Willard J. Robinson, John 
T. Ryan and others to forward secret 
messages through Holland to the 
German government. 

Fricke isan American citizen. The 
treason charge against him is based 
on the alleged aid he ertended to 
Wessels, in giving to agents of the 
féderal government “false informa- 
tion regarding Wessels to conc:a! 
the fact that he was a secret repre- 
sentative of the German govern- 
ment.” Wessels, it is charged, came 
to the United States on November 
12, 1916, with false passports issued 
in Switzerland under the name of 
Carl Roediger and in Holland under 
the name of Hero Schroejers. 

It is specifically charged that, as 
part of this plan, Willard J. Rob- 
ingon, On March 24, 1917, left this 
country for Holland with secret 

essages to the Hohenzollern gov- 
ernment and brought back instruc- 
tions and funds for Wessels. 

Fricke also is charged with having 
given funds to Wessels and having 
attempted to arrange meetings be- 
tween him and Oscar Englehardt, 
Ernst Bischoff, Hugo Schweitzer and 
others, with an intent that they 
should, assist the German govern- 
ment in its war against the United 
States. 

The funds supplied to Wessels 
were used, the indictments charge, 
in getting information as to ways 
and means of manufacturing and 
importing explosives and ingredi- 
ents of explosives with which to 
damage oor destroy’ ships’ and 
wharves, thus hampering prosecu- 
tion of the war against Germany. 
One of the proposed methods of 
smuggling explosives, it is charged, 
was to conceal them in children’s 
tov blocks.

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HEAVILY TAXED 


Direct Levies Took Large 
Sums From Corporations 
and Persons Having 
Large Revenues—Taxes 
Light on Great Majority 
of Persons. 


Washington, December 6.—Direct 
taxes fell heavily on corporations 
and on persons having large in- 
comes and lightly on the great ma- 
jority of persons earning less than 
$3,000 a year, it was shown today 


by the annual report of Internal 
tevenue Commissioner Roper for 
the year ending last June 30. Al- 
though 3,319,000 persons with in- 
comes of $3,000 or less in 1917 filed 
returns, including many heads of 
families having incomes ranging 
between $1,000 and $2,000 which 
were reportable, but not taxable, 
they were assessed only $22,395,000 
in the aggregate, or less than $10 
each. On the other hand, 665,000 in- 
dividuals with incomes of more 
ag $3,000 were assessed $592,613,- 
U 


Corporation excess profits taxes 
of $2,045,713,000 came from 117,000 
concerns, while 218,000 corporations 
were assessed income taxes of $48,- 


175,000. 
Other Assessments. 

Other assessments by classes were 
as follows: Insurance companies, 
income taxes, 2,100 returns, $3,072,- 
000; railroad companies, income tax- 
es, 4,096 returns, $29,878,000; indi- 
viduals subject to -excess profits 
tax, 31,000 returns, $88,731,000; part- 
nership excess profits tax, 37,500 re- 
turns, $93,125,000; munition manu- 
facturers, 2,248 returns, $9,418,000. 


Actual collection figures differed 
slightly from the assessments. 

Revised reports on collections 
show that $3,694,619,000 was col- 
lected from internal revenue, includ- 
ing $2,838,999,000 from income and 
excess profits taxes, $317,553,000 
from distilled spirits, $126,285,000 
from fermented liquors, a total of 
$443,888.000 from all Hquors and 
$156,188,000 from tobacco.

The commissioner explained how 
the bureau had sought the advice 
interests in adminis- 
tering taxes last year to minimize 
the difficulties in reporting and as- 
sessing taxes, and said his policy 
would be continued. 

The report deals with the efforts 
of the bureau to suppress the illicit 
manufacture and sale of intoxicants 
under the head “conservation of 
man-power and war materials.” 

Illicit Stills in South. 

‘Tllicit distilleries,” the report 
continues, “numberin 2,238 were 
found, principally in the southeast- 
ern sections, long notorious for 
‘moonshining.’ Of these seizures 
746, or exactly one-third, occurred 
within the single state of North 
Carolina, 95 per cent of the illicit 
distilleries were seized within the 
six states of Alabama, Florida, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Virginia. , 

“Besides illicit distilleries seized, 
1,849 illicit stills were seized and 
destroyed, of which half were dis- 
covered in Georgia and North Caro- 
lina. During the past year ‘moon- 
shiners’ have been unusually active 
in the Pnedmont section and other 
localities adjacent to the army 
camps and cantonments. A special 
force of revenue officers has bcen 
employed to protect the camps from 
this demoralizing traffc. Squads of 
specially trained officers were sent

League a Sort of Trustee.

The pas- 
sions which arise bteween neigh- 
boring democracies make them quite 
as prone to undertake strife as if 
under other forms of government. 
Some critics say that the changes 
that are being made in eastern Eu- 
rope will Balkanize Europe, but I 
look forward to something different. 
It would be intoterable if Europe 
and America made no provision 
against turning Europe into a cock- 
pit for further wars. 

“T believe a league of nations wil! 
be required to superintend and con- 
trol not = the criminal ambitions 
of great autocracies, but to prevent 
any rash and inconsiderate coun- 
tries from going to;war. It is im- 

ossible to talk democracy except 

or countries which have reached 
a relatively advanced stage of civil- 
ization. A league could be trustee 
for those less developed. Holding 
this view I regard a league of na- 
tions the greatest work of the con- 
ference.” 

Russia at Peace Conference. 

Asked if Russia would be repre- 
sented at the peave conference, Mr. 
Balfour replied: 

‘It is hard to define what Russia 
is now. We have no relations with 
the Bolshevist government, which is 
the main de facto government in 
a European Russia. But there 

e saeny other de facto govern- 

nts. 

‘Tl think Russia's status will be 
settled at the peace conference. I 
cannot conceive that the conference 
will regard any Russian government 
as at present constituted entitled to 
send delegates.” 

Discussing the question of the war 
damages Germany will have to pay, 
he said: 

“I think, if the amount is to be 
determined by President Wilson's 
fourteen points, the narrowest inter- 
pretation of those points wor 1 call 
for a payment which would strain 
Germany’s resources to the utmost.” 

Mr. Balfour said he desired to send 
to America, in connection with the 
celebration of British day, “a mes- 
sage of warm thanks for the recog- 
nition and appreciation shown by 
the United States for the British ef- 
fort in the common cause. The more 
we dwell on the work of the war, 
the more we realize it was a common 
work.”

In 
making this arrangement the main 
idea was that Hale would be the 
most suitable man to start the re- 
organization of the news service 
after peace on the right lines.

Hale Advised Albert. 

Mr. Bic’ ki produced letters 
which he said Dr. Hale wrote to Dr. 
Albert, advising him how notes 
written by Secretary Br.an during 
the Lusitania controverasy, should 
be answered. He also testified that 
Hale was paid by the German gov- 
ernment to visit Rumania, and, if 
possible, prevent the entrance of 
that nation into the war. He said 
Mr. Hearst was ignorant of Hale's 
employment on this mission. 

“Ts there any evidence to show 
that Mr. Hearst knew Dr. Hale had 
a contract with the German govern- 
ment?” asked Senator Overman. 

“No; on the contrary,” the witness 
replied, “Ambassador Bernstorff's 
diary say Hearst did not know.” 

A prisoner named Wunnenberg, at 
the Atlanta penitentiary, convicted 
of espionage, according to Mr. 
Bielaski, informed the department of 
justice that in going to Germany a 
Sp mission of,Dr. Hale was to 
arrange, in transmitting his news 
dispatches, to include messages for 
German officials in this country. 

Mr. Bielaski was interrupted to 
ask if the German agents in this 
country had never succeeded in 
swerving any American officials, and 
he answered: 

“No: it is a remarkable record. 

e Germans always thought that 
by getting someone ‘inside’ or high 
up they could do something. The 
record shows no American official 
ever was seduced, if we except Con- 
greseman Buchanan, of li..nois, who 
got mixed up with Von Rintelen in 
the labor peace council.’

Fox’s Work for Germany. 

Among the American newspaper 
correspondents to go to Germany 
in 1915, Mr. Biélaski said, was Ed- 
ward L. Fox, a writer, who, he said. 
had been employed by Dernburg. On 
his return, Mr. Bielaski testified, 
Fox presented a plan for stirring up 
trouble between the United States 
and Japan as the means of stpp- 
ping munition shipments and in the 
hope that the United States would 
become an ally of Germany. 

Fox, said Mr. Bielaski, suggested 
the writing of plays, scenarios and 
vaudeville sketches as a part of his 
propaganda, and as an author sug- 
gested Hiram Green, editor of The 
Illustrated Weekly. He also sug- 
gested that Green be employed to 
write a series of articles in his 
weekly on Japan. This plan also 
was discussed with Captain Von 
Papen, formerly attached to the 
German embassy, the witness said. 

“The thing to do to make the 
United States an ally of Germany,” 
said a letter described by Mr. Bie- 
laski as having been written by 
Fox. “An examination of the files 
of the Hearst newspapers shows 
Hearst’s opposition to Japan. The 
Hearst papers will lead in the op- 
osition to Japan, Hearst must 

now that this is fomenting. He 
will take it up soon enough.” 

Fox suggested also, Mr. Bielaski 
said, that to stir up trouble with 
the Japanese in San Francisco 
would be a good means of making

Mr. Bielaski testified that a com- 
mittee of the German propaganda 
organization formed in New York 
by Albert and Dernburg, and of 
which Hale, George Svivester ViI- 
ereck, Edward A. Rumely and oth- 
ers were members met frequently. 

“The records show,” said Bielaski, 
“that Rumely, as soon as Dr. Dern- 
burg arrived in this country, rather 
attached himself to Dernburg, and 
was,gfenerally regarded as more or 
less of a shadow of Dernburg. He 
drew the ‘money for Louis N. Ham- 
merling by which Hammerlinge was 
paid for the advertisement against 
the shipment of munitions. 


Ruomely Paid $3,000 to Means. 

“It was through Rumely that 
$3,000 was paid to Gaston B. Means, 
then employed by the Burns De- 
tective agency, in an endeavor to 
show that the British were send- 
ing supplies from this country to 
their warships at sea. Great Brit- 
ain was not doing that, but Ger- 
many had been doing it and he 
desired to offset the accusation 
against Germany. 

“Means posed as a wealthy Cana- 
dian and I believe that he got two 
tugboat captains to swear falsely 
that they. took supplies to British 
ships. It was the purpose of Means 
to get false affidavits so the state 
department would take it up with 
the British government. Means also 
acted as a German agent in affairs 
with Captain Boy-Ed. I do not think 
that Means was connected with the 
German government after Boy-Fé 
sailed,” . 

“Rumely was interested in the 
payment of $3,000 but check stubs 
showing payments to the Burns De- 
tective agency show only payments 
of about $2,000.” 

“Perhaps some of it stuck to Rum- 
ely’s hands,” said Senator Nelson, 

A scheme of arousing pro-German 
feeling in the south by making it 
appear that England was responsi- 
ble for causing the then prevailing 
unrest in the cotton situation Was 
contemplated by Rumely, but never 
carried out, Bielaski_ said. The 
project was to use newspapers of 
the south as propaganda mediums, 

The witness testified that McGuire 
received $14,000 from Albert for this 
work and for pamphlets. He said

notes showed Wernberg had said

Urganization of motion picture 
propaganda by the German agents 
also was testined to by Mr, Bielaski.

In this 
connection the correspondence indi- 
dated that the corporation was hav- 
ine difficulty in getting German 
commercial and “Kultur” pictures 
displayed and suggested the building 
of theaters in fifteen cities into 
which “commercial and Kultur pic- 
tures might be smuggled.” 

Statement by Hearst, 


New York, December 6.—The New 
York American, owned by W. R. 
Hearst, in a statement tonight, as- 
serted it “Never knew or suspected, 
or had any reason to suspect, that 
William Bayard Hale had anv rela- 
tions whatsoever with the German 
government or With the German am- 
bassador when he was sent to Ber- 
lin as a special correspondent.” 

He was selected, the statement 
says, because he had been distin- 
guished by President Wilson as his 
special confidential agent in Mexicv 
and because his previous experience 
in Germany, which included an in- 
terview with the former emperor, 
published in 1908, seemed to fit him 
for the task. 

The agreement made by Dr. Hale 
with The American, the statement 
continues, was “For his exclusive 
services’ and he “was supposed to 
have no other work, obligation or 
interest whatsoever except his duties 
as a news correspondent.” 

For fifty-nine weeks of his em- 
ployment, it is asserted, Dr, Hale 
was paid $14,300 in salary and $21,- 
788 for expenses.

in excess of the present union craft rates In 
Atlanta. The award is retroactive to Sep- 
ternber 23 last. 

The company is granted the right to for- 
bid wearing of union buttons by the men 
while on duty. This action is taken, the 
board says, because wearing of the button 
seems to stimulate bad feeling and lack 
of co-operation between union and non- 
union einployees, 

The company is under no obligation to 
recognize the union, er to deal with repre- 
sentatives of union men who are not em- 
ployees, but is advised to continue its an- 
nounced policy of permitting the organiza- 
tion of employees. 

The board refused to order reinstatement 
of men discharged in 1916, declaring it has 
no jurisdiction over action taken before 
creation of the Two men discharged 
during 1918 are ordered reinstated with full 
seniority rights and pay for lost time, but 
the board refused to reinstate five other 
men discharged at the same time. 


The same recommendations for in- 
creases in revenue as made in other 
street car cases before the board 
were included in this award. 

Arkwright’s Statement. 
In discussing the decision, Presi- 


dent Arkwright said: 


The increased wages awarded by the 
national war board to the motormen and 
conductors of this company amount to ap- 
proximately $316,358 per annum. This is in 
addition to the increases already voluntarily 
granted by the company since the war be- 
gan. Besides the increased wages to the 
motormen and conductors, there Will have 
to be considerable increases made to other 
employees, and I do not know what this 
will amount to, probably to as much more. 

The company cannot pay the award and 
maintain the service being rendered. It 
will be essential to increase the street car 
fares, and an increase in these fares of 1 
cent will barely cover the increased wages 
just awarded. 

The national war labor board finds that 
unless the company is permitted to increase 
its street car fares it will not be able to 
pay the increased wages and continue fur- 
nishing street railway service. It, therefore, 
recommends in the strongest possible terms 
that the city council should permit an in- 
crease in the street railway fares in order 
to pay the wages awarded to the men. 
We have not yet received a copy of the 
award and don’t know what the full effect 
of it is. As soon as it is received we will 
bring the recommendation contained in it 
to the attention of the mayor and council 
of Atlanta, and we hope that when it is 
realized that an increase in street railway 
fares ig essential to pay the increased wages 
awarded that the council will permit this 
necessary increase in fares. 

I don’t want to contemplate what qill be 
necessary should th ecouncil refuse to ac- 
cede to the recommendation of the war 
board. It is inconceivable that the city 
council will refuse to permit the increased 
fare in view of the absolute necessity of il 
in order to pay these wages to the men 
operating the cars.

THROUGH EXPORT BILL 
OF LADING IS ORDERED 


J. Hope Tigner, secretary Atlanta Com- 
mercial exchange, received the following 
telegram from Charles J. Brand: 
*‘Realizing the advantages of the through 
export bill of lading, the United States 
railroad administration, at the request of 
the committee on cotton distribution, an- 
nounces that the issuing of through export 
bills of lading for cotton has been re- 
sumed on the following conditions: 

‘1. When a definite contract has been 
made by shipper for ocean carrtage with 
specified cargo receiving date and confirmed 
by steainship agent at the gulf and south 
Atlantic ports, ten days’ free time beyond 
the specified cargo receiving day will he 
allowed by delivering rail carriers. At north 
Atlantic and Pacific ports, the present 
regulations for free time allowed export 
shipments will govern. 5 
“2, The representatives of the ocean car- 
riers contracting space shall apply to ex- 
port control committee, having jurisdiction 
over the port of export involved in such 
transaction of the necessary permit of the 
forwarding of the shipment from point of 
origin to port ef export. 
“3. Upon receipt of this permit by agent 
at point of origin, through export bills of 
lading will be issued, but the shipments 
should not be accepted nor bill of lading 
issued until within a reasonable time to in- 
sure movement of the shipment to port for 
the sailing specified. 
‘4. Tariffs will provide that should the 
steamship company not take cotton from the 
railroads within the specified date, that the 
vustomary port charges for storage and de- 
murrage will apply, commencing the day 
after the expiration of the free time and it 
will be understood that permits will not be 
issued unless the steamship lines applying 
for such permits agree to settle at the port 
for such charges. This requirement is neces- 
sary to avoid cancellation of contracts by 
steamship companies and should work no 
hardship whatever where there {s a bona 
fide intention on the part of the steamshlp 
company to carry out their contract.

Washington, December 6.—An cap-

Secretary of Labor Wilson. 

In a telegram to Otto A. Hartwig, 
president of the Oregon State Fed- 
eration of Labor, the secretary said 
that if the evidence now available 
is sufficient to convince a jury that 
“there has been a conspiracy tc con- 
vict Mooney there is every probabil- 
ity that he will secure a new trial 
and have his guilt or innocence deé- 
termined by a jury in the light of 
the facts that are now known to 
exist.” 

The secretary added that the only 
effect of a strike “would be to bring 
into disrepute and tend to destroy 
the jury system of trial which is 
the result of a thousand years’ 
struggle on the par: of the masses 
to protect themselves against crim- 
inals On the one hand, and profiteer- 
ing on the other.”
